In June plans were authorized 
for a new trunk sewer from 
George on Wellington Sts. to 
Lepper (Mill view Road) street.

. Following the resignation of 
Mr. K. G. Moses, Mr. George Wil- 
kinson, former assessor, was ap- 
pointed town clerk and treasurer 
for Aurora, at a meeting of coun- 
cil held on Nov, 3. At its meet- 
ing on Nov; 17 pictures of Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth and 
the. Prince; Consort were pre- 
sented tb council by the York 
county police association. Mr. T. 
A. M. Hulse spoke for the mem- 
bers of the association and the 
presentations were made by 
Chief Constable Burbidge to the 
mayor, who responded on behalf 
of council. 

In December, Fire Chief Ifarry 
Jones presented a report of the 
fire department and received 
high commendation for the ex- 
cellent services rendered by the 
local fire brigade. At its last 
meeting, held on Dec. 15. coun- 
cil commended Mr. Riley Youngs 
on a final report concerned with 
the Work of the local branch of 
the Victorian Order of Nurses. 
The resignation of Mr. W. S. 
Mills from the Aurora planning 
board was accepted. 

Much Otter Work 

The foregoing represents only 
a few features of the outstanding 
work carried out by the 1952 
council. A large number of by- 
laws were introduced by Coun- 
cillor Dale King, chairman of 
the by-laws committee. Many 
delegations were heard during 
the 12 months' sessions and a 
great amount of correspondence 
came up for attention. 

Generally speaking, good team 
work characterized the meetings 
of Uio 1052 council. There were 
contentious occasions, when 
strong opinions were expressed, 
notably in connection with tho 
arena and the zoning by-law. 
Far from regretting such differ- 
ences of opinion, they provided 
proof that the 1052 council was 
not composed of what are called 
"yes men". 

As was previously stated in 
these columns, tho 1952 council 
did try and do a good Job for 
the town and in considerable 
measure they succeeded in doing 
so.

In this con- 
nection it is well to recall that 
"there Is more in heaven and 
earth than is dreamed of in your 
philosophy, Horatio," as Shake- 
speare expressed it. 

*'First-Footing» 

When the custom of first-foot- 
ing began, or by whom it was 
introduced, is outside Ihe re* 
cords. But its origin is ancient. 
It is often carefully planned 
among friends and neighbors. In 
brief it means that the first per- 
son to cross one's thrcahhold af- 
ter the stroke of midnight on 
December 31 is a first-foot. It

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The Editor: After carefully 
reading the article entitled The 
Top Six Inches by Dairy Fanner 
in the Era and Express, Dec. 18, 
1D52, I fully agree with the au- 
thor about the enthusiasm 
shown by the York County Fed- 
eration of Agriculture at their 
meeting Dec. 9 regarding tho 
vital farm problems facing this 
country at the present time. 

We think there should have 
been more time spent on discuss- 
ing the proposed resolutions and 
less lime spent on some less Im- 
portant matters such as the re- 
ports of delegates of their trips 
to the U.S. These reports would 
have been more suitable for 
some social evening. 
. f would suggest that the reso- 
lutions be discussed earlier in 
the day and not left until people 
are ready to go home to do their 
evening chores. The first reso- 
lution sponsored by Whitchurch 
township speaks fur itself. It 
reads: Whereas tho price of feed, 
labor and farm implements have 
risen since the floor price on 
hogs of $20* per cwt, dressed, set 
lust March, we the York County 
Federation of Agriculture do 
hereby request the Dominion 
government that the floor price 
of $20 be retained until such time 
as the embargo Iks lifted. 

The second and most import- 
ant resolution in my mind reads: 
.Whereas the importation of vege- 
iablo oils info Canada will seri- 
ously Effect the dairy industry, 
wo the York County •Federation 
do hereby request the Dominion 
government to place a tariff on 
these oils so that the farmer will 
enjoy the same protection as in- 
dustry now enjoys. - " 

Wo think tho dairy industry 
today is:, facing the greatest 
crisis ever known to tho Indus- 
try, with the free importation of 
these oils. Consider that across 
Canada there are €40 thousand 
engaged in the dairy industry 
and that by the importation of 
these 61 Li there will be thous- 
ands of dairy farmers put out of 
business. 

We are told that tho machin- 
ery is already set up to make 
synthetic milk, cheese and ico 
cream, just waiting for tho word 
to go. Also just think of tho 
vast amount of money gone into 
tho raising nnd building up of 
largo pure bred dairy herds 
across Canada. These herds will 
have to bo liquidated and sup- 
planted by beef herds. 

In my opinion the Federation 

will never be as efficient as it 

should be until every farmer 

across Canada puts up $5 or $10 

each every year according to his 
means. 

Wo are told that the employees 
In ono firm In Aurora put up $18 
each every year and * that tho 
steel workers across Canada put 
up $39 each every year.

The reduction is seen from a 
legislative grant of $1,245 on the 
principal and interest payment of 
the school debenture. Trustee 
Keens said it was expected that 
the grunt would go to the town- 
ship council which issued the 
$30,000 debenture issue to fi- 
nance a new classroom and reno- 
vations to the main part of the 

building. 

The department of education 
paid about 54 percent grant of 
the amount paid toward the de- 
benture. It is the first school 
grant the school section has re- 
ceived In this respect. A town- 
ship official explains that the 

government has not always paid 
a debenture grant " direct to 
school .sections. The system was 
adapted recently for Ihe direct 
benefit of school sections. Hut 
the department expects the grant 
to he spent wisely. 

The total legislative grants for 
1052 are $4,774.31. The town* 
ship tax levy ond K«mts brought 
the section $0,023.59, which in- 
cludes a grant on teachers* sal- 
ary and income from the clergy 
reserve fund. Total receipts, in- 
cluding the balance carried over 
from December 1051; were 

$10,028,80. 

It will be recalled that when 
ratepayers were asked - to ap- 
prove a debenture to enlarge the 
school* they were told by the 
chairman, Mr. Keens, that the 
first year was the costliest, that 
government grants on deben- 
ture payment would afterward 
reduce the mill rate. Mr. Keens 
has the satisfaction of seeing 
this come directly to the tax- 
payer. Unless somo unforeseen 
expenditure arises, this can be 
put into effect* ho states,. .
